[01 ] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

[01a] The independent claims new recite three tiers of character trains associated with voice 
commands. In accordance with Table 1 of the specification, these three tiers are 
hierarchical, wherein the first tier corresponds to one of a plurality of device; the second 
tier corresponds to functional commands for the device; and the third tier corresponds to 
operational command of the functional commands. Wang in view of Brant and Tvinneriem 
discloses "selection commands" and "control commands", but they are not organized in a 
three-tier hierarchy, as recited by claim 1 , and a three-tier hierarchy would not be obvious 
to a person of ordinary skill.
